b* Secondarily, they onn successfully put across 
abstract concepts such as philosophical, social car political 
ideas only if the production Is of the highest quality and 
is caroful3y geared to the intellectual level of the audience* 

o. Motion picture presentation* ere asst unsoonocdcal 
in trying to present routine organisational lectures, and 
administrative or clerical methods and procedures* The f¥e- 
juenoy of change and the need for continuing reference to 
such information warrants chart sad lecture presentation and 
Inclusion in Agency written regulations and procedures* 

d. The use of cotton pictures to present weloordng, 
corals and inspirational lectures Is psychologically unsound* 
The appearance of an Agency personage "on the screen** when he 
ooulci be there in person is an affront to the audience rather 
than an inspiration. 

e. Audio-visual training methods neither create nor 
change the basic intelligence of the audience. They are 
Boat effective on people of low intelligence or on people 
lacking independently acquired concepts or knowledge on the 
subject presented. 

7. Based upon the above personal concepts, I m instinctively 
biased against the proposal set forth in the draft proposal* In 
attempting to justify and support what I helisve is your true ob- 
jective, I believe you have dangerously over-sold the proposal* 

There are overtones of empire building, enthusiasa and panacea 
which I believe create instinctive resistance in the reader* 
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3* For the above reason, my best recommendation Is that 
the proposal be reoriented to place all emphasis upon the tnse 
objective of providing the best possible training to Agency 
students in the technical aspects of covert operations • 

** terms of the above, I would also suggest considerably 
revision of the form and content of presentation asm aafla to the 
ft*oJect Review Committee and related changes or deletions of the 
supporting tabulations.
